The Symposium, as a method of pre- 
senting dental subjects, came into its 
own at the December meeting of the 
Chicago Dental Society and_ received 
the wholehearted approval of those in 
attendance. “The Conduct of a Suc- 
cessful Dental Practice” was the theme 
of the evening and a trio of well-known 
essayists, Dr. Lloyd Dodd of Decatur, 
Dr. W. N. Miller of "Flint, Michigan, 
and Dr. Charles R. Kendall of Mil- 
waukee, were the participants. The sym- 
posium method of presentation presup- 
poses a chairman who knows all about 
the subject and who never allows a dull 
moment to stall the proceedings. Our 
own Dr. Edward J. Ryan was just that. 
He kept things moving at a fast tempo 
throughout and interspersed a bit of 
good natured ribbing, including speakers 
and spectators alike, with salient com- 
ments on the matters under discussion. 
In the absence of the program chairman, 
Dr. Teuscher, the vice chairman, Dr. 
Kesel, took care of the introduction. At 
the brief business meeting, President 
Zielinski called the roll of the members 
who have returned from service in the 
Armed Forces of the United States. 
These men stood up and were given a 
rousing welcome by the entire assembly. 


THE HUMAN FACTOR 


Dr. Dodd was the first speaker to 
mount the rostrum. His paper dealt

with the human factors in dental prac- 
tice. He stated that this factor could 
not be ignored. The dentist must get 
along with his fellow practitioners as well 
as with his patients in order to be suc- 
cessful. He should eliminate the word 
competitor from his vocabulary. After all 
competition bespeaks a contest between 
rivals and, according to Webster, is ap- 
plied especially to anyone engaged in 
buying and selling goods. Dentistry is a 
profession and its members should be 
above such tactics. Dr. Dodd then 
preached the gospel of dental health and 
laid down some commandments which a 
dentist, who desires success, should 
follow. Summed up, they can be written 
in four words, “Follow the Golden 
Rule.” 


PSYCHOLOGICAL AND BUSINESS FACTORS 


The psychological factors in office 
practice were discussed by Dr. Miller. 
First, he brought out the fact that the 
three speakers in the symposium repre- 
sented eighty-eight years of practice. He 
then outlined some problems that every 
dentist must solve. He emphasized 
cleanliness; patients feel at ease in an 
office that’s resplendent. He spoke of 
the necessity of accurate financial 
records. A dentist should have a definite 
plan of procedure and should never be 
guilty of snap judgment. He should

CHILDREN'S DENTISTRY AND ORTHODONTIA 


1. Managing the Child Patient 


Presented on Monday and Wednesday at 1:30 and 3:30 p.m. 
This clinic will be opened with a prepared list of questions and answers that are 
pertinent to the practice of children’s dentistry.

3. Endodontia: Six Steps for Successful Treatment 
Presented Tuesday and Wednesday at 1:30 and 3:30 p.m. 
Six steps in endodontic treatment will be emphasized, namely: 1. proper selec- 
tion of cases for treatment; 2. mechanical instrumentation; 3. irrigation of root 
canals; 4. medication, both topical and electrolytic; 5. bacteriologic examination ; 
6. filling of the canal with gutta percha or silver cones. Five steps in the technic 
will be demonstrated on a life-size plaster manikin head while selection of cases 
for treatment will be illustrated with lantern slides.

It is a well-known fact that many dentists have little interest in root canal 
therapy, yet on this fundamental part of our work depends the life of dentistry as a 
profession. Restorative work in the form of partial and full dentures could be 
relegated to a dental technician, but the surgical treatment of pulp canal requires 
a skill and training that only a dentist can have. The clinic will consist of a plea 
for the conservative treatment of the pulpless tooth, including the demonstration 

of a rapid and thorough method of opening, sterilizing and filling of a root canal.

Preparation of Abutments for Fixed Bridges 
Presented on Tuesday and Wednesday at 1:45 and 3:45 p.m.., 
Special emphasis on partial veneer crowns. Preparation, securing wax pattern 
and casting. Correction of some of the common errors in preparation of abutment 
teeth for reception of partial veneer crowns. 


Bio-Mechanical Partial Denture Procedures 
Presented on Monday and Wednesday at 1:45 and 3:45 p.m. 
Some of the practical procedures used in constructing restorative remedies to 
meet the biologic requirements of the mouth will be shown by means of a manikin 
head, technic and practical models, and lantern slides. General methods of 
diagnosis, treatment, retention, stability, impressions, and some laboratory methods 
will be covered briefly. 


7. Anterior Fixed Bridge Prosthesis

An illustrated presentation of the important steps involved in the restoration 
of missing anterior teeth with fixed bridge restorations, including a critical 
analysis of the possibilities and limitations of acrylic resin for this purpose. 
Synopsis: Tooth preparation, abutment, and pontic technics; immediate restora- 
tions; stress-breaker construction; wax pattern technics; the present status of 
crown and bridge acrylic resin. Kodachrome slides and models will augment the 
presentation. 


8. Better Fixed Bridges in Less Time

The clinician’s original system of fixed bridge procedure, By this method a 
single impression and wax bite is taken, and from this the entire restoration is 
completed during the absence of the patient. An entire bridge will be cast and 
seated at each clinic.

A Practical Approach to Periodontal Disease

Treatment is divided into three sections: Preoperative, surgery and _ post- 
operative. Preoperative stage includes first visit, X-ray and diagnosis, scaling, 
interdental brushing and interdental stimulation and raising the periodontal 
tissues to a state of high resistance. Surgery deals with technic, armamentarium 
and patient management. Postoperative consists of caring for the tissues follow- 
ing surgery and removal of dressings, home care and recall. Illustrated and 
presented with Kodachrome slides. 


Prevention and Treatment of Pyorrhea

The various types of periodontoclasia and their treatment will be discussed 
and illustrated with slides and motion pictures. 


Diagnosis and Treatment of the Periodontal Conditions Associated with Buckling of the 
Lower Anterior Teeth 


Presented on Tuesday ‘il Wednesday at 1:45 and 3:45 p.m. 


Progressive crowding or displacement of the lower anterior teeth is often 
observed in adults and is termed “buckling.” Due to this condition, poor hygiene 
and poor esthetics will be observed along with the prevalence of proximal and 
various periodontal diseases.

make it a point to find out about the 
financial responsibility of his patients 
and then “render a high standard of 
care at a profitable fee.” Dr. Kendall 
got right down to brass tacks in tackling 
the business factors in a successful prac- 
tice. 

He covered such items as banking, 
budgets and credits. He suggested that 
the dentist start out by ordering a check 
book with three checks to the page, using 
the top one for office expense, the middle 
one for tax and insurance payments and 
the bottom one for personal expendi- 
tures. Then, when the checks are re- 
turned they can be pasted right back in 
the check book for a permanent record. 
He lamented the fact that many dentists 
are afraid of “paper.” They don’t like 
to pin their patients down with a prom-

ise-to-pay note that will insure full pay- 
ment when the work is completed; and 
yet many banks are offering such service 
at a surprising low rate of interest. No 
one should mark off more than two per 
cent of his gross for bad accounts. And 
right now is the time to clean them up. 
Department stores are doing it. They 
feel that these are the recovery days in 
the field of credit and a good time to 
“set one’s house in order.” Be a little 
bit alert, make careful investments with 
security of principal in mind and don’t 
spread yourself out too thin. 

At the conclusion of the three papers, 
Dr. Ryan called for questions from the 
audience. In the discussion that fol- 
lowed all three essayists were put on the 
spot, more or less, but all came through 
with flying colors—jJames H. Keith.
